The St. Michael's Blue Harriers Cross Country Team captured the OFSAA Overall 
Boys Cross Country title on Saturday, November 2 at Laurentian University in Sudbury. 
The team outscored the second place team by a large margin of 42 to 26. In the midget 
division race, Grant Whitmore 17 led the way with an outstanding 12th place finish. Jake 
Runions 17 also ran well and finished in the top 40 to help lead Spencer Van Winters 17, 
Finn Evans 17 and Brendan Byrne 17 to the silver medal. The medal marks the 44th time 
that St. Michael's has medaled as a team in OFSAA cross country. 

As the eighth placed team in the province, the junior team just qualified for OFSAA. 
The team was led by Cameron Cira 16 who beat his pre OFSAA time by one minute, to 
finish in the top 40. Matthew Schmidt 16 and Max Yarranton 16 ran extremely well. With 
running phenomenon AJ Bimm 16 fending off season long injuries - up and coming star, 
Colin Boone 16, stepped up big time and ran the best race of his young career. These 
combined finishes allowed the junior team to place fourth overall. 

In the senior boys race, Justyn competed against some of finest athletes in the province 
and many potential future Olympians, including last years OFSAA bronze medalist and 
the defending 1500 m champion. Approximately two kilometers into the seven kilometer 
race, Justyn emerged from the pack of 10 lead runners and he continued to widen his lead 
with every kilometer. In one of the most spectacular performances in St. Michael's College 
School sporting history, he won the race by over 30 seconds and become the first SMCS 
athlete to win an individual OFSAA gold medal in cross country. Senior team members, 
Mitchell Valic, Andrew Lovisotto, Liam Totten, and Andy Seo, finished with outstanding 
results to once again capture a podium placing sixth place in the senior boys division. 

All three SMCS teams performed above expectations and left little doubt as to the 
most dominating overall team of the day. When the tallies were made, the St. Michael's 
team officially captured the OFSAA Overall Boys Cross Country title outscoring the 
second place team by a huge margin by a score of 42 to 26. This is the 20th OFSAA 
championship for the St. Michael's team and further solidifies its position as the most 
successful team in any sport in OFSAA history. Congratulations to all members of the 
team.

The program had humble beginnings with 
t only a few students coming out each week and only one weaving board (that we borrowed from the 
organization) being used to make mats. In order to generate enthusiasm for the cause we displayed 
the first mat we produced in the main office. Within no time support and interest grew resulting in 
a larger group of students attending sessions and donations of milk bags coming from teachers and 
parents. With a larger supply of milk bags and workers it was evident that more weaving boards 
were necessary to keep up production. We reached out to our Design Tech Department and under 
the direction of Mr. DePiero, three wooden weaving boards were produced. These boards allowed 
us to increase production and open up more spots for volunteers. Now at the end of its first year the 
Milk Bag Mat Program has been successful in diverting over 20,000 milk bags from Canadian 
landfills. 
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This year the SMCS Peer Tutoring Program was a big success! 
We had 33 Peer Tutors tutoring about 40 students ranging from grade 7 to 12. 
Our tutors were tutoring our students in a wide range of subjects, from science and math to French 
and Latin.The tutors typically met with their student(s) one to two times per week either before 
school, during lunch period or after school. Students interested in having a peer tutor for the coming 
year must see their guidance counselor for further information.
